Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I am  pleased  to  record  that  the  year  1939,  to  which  this 
report  pertains,  has  been  a satisfactory  one  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  general  health  of  the  district.  The  autumn  found  us 
at  war,  which  led  to  considerable  Civil  Defence  work  being  dealt 
with  by  this  Department.  In  spite  of  this  it  has  been  possible 
to  maintain  most  of  the  general  health  work.  This  was  facilitated 
by  placing  a Civil  Defence  clerical  staff  in  a separate  building,  well 
away  from  the  Health  Department. 

The  recently  introduced  diphtheria  immunisation  scheme 
has  flourished  and  seems  to  have  settled  down  to  become  a per- 
manent feature  of  your  health  services. 

I wish  to  thank  the  staff  for  their  co-operation,  and  the 
members  of  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Committee  for  the 
confidence  which  they  have  placed  in  me  during  the  past  year.

It  is  difficult  to  report  on  the  year  1939.  During  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  the  Health  Services  were  robbed  by  time  spent 
on  Air  Raid  Precautions.  This  somewhat  negatived  what  would 
have  been  an  advantage,  an  increase  of  staff.  In  spite  of  ex- 
traneous duties  the  main  features  necessary  to  guard  Public 
Health  received  attention,  such  as  infectious  disease,  food,  food 
shops  and  food  stores,  and  milk  production.
